L CERRITO — It is a little 

chilling, in the depths of a re- 

cession, to think that Ray 
Faraday Nelson wrote a short novel 
called “‘Revolt of the Unemploy- 
ables” 16 years ago, 

That story concerned a post-indus- 
trial world so highly automated that 
there were few jobs. Those who had 
jobs were called Techs. Those who 
didn’t were called Uns, or unemploy- 
ables. 

The premise for the original story 
was grew out of an ill-fated job search 
in 1961 and his subsequent “obsess- 
ion with unemployment.”’ He recent- 
ly expanded that work into his latest 
novel, ‘‘The Prometheus Man,”’ 
which hit the book stores in mid-No- 
vember. Nelson, 51, an El Cerrito 
resident for 22 years, has been gain- 
fully erf] oyed ever since as a noted 
and pr. dit writer of science fiction 
and fantasy. 

He has published 28 novels and 
countless stories since he began writ- 
ing in the 1940s. And he has been 
nominated for the highest awards in 
science fiction writing — the Hugo 
nomination for “Turn Off the Sky” in 
1964 and the Nebula for “Blake’s 
Progress” in 1976. 

His best-known and most success- 
ful books are “‘The Gannymede 
Takeover,” which he co-wrote with 
the late Phillip K. Dick, and ““Blake’s 
Progress.”’ Both have sold more than 
100,000 copies. 

Before he became known as a writ- 
er, Nelson worked at an eclectic col- 
lection of occupations.

Cabinet firm

Berkeley cabinet-making com- 

pany and workers who have 

struck the company over a 
wage dispute remain embroiled in 
charges and counter-charges as the 
strike enters its sixth month. 

Millmen-Cabinet Makers Local 550 
of the United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners of America, 
which went on strike in July against 
Builders Cabinets, Inc. (located on 
Sixth Street on the Berkeley Albany 
border), still are fighting a company 
lawsuit charging the union and its 
members with violence and unruli- 
ness on the picket line. 

Some of the strikers face contempt 
charges for allegedly violating a court 
order ‘against threats and acts of vio- 
lence while picketing. 

Meanwhile, the union and the 
company boy have filed unfair labor 
practice com} lairts with the National 
Labor Relation® Board. 

Clark Finkbizier of the NLRB’s re- 
gional office in Oakland said that by 
the end of this month, his office 
should be issuing findings on com- 
plaints filed by each side in August. 

A decision on another complaint 
filed by the union in early December 
is further away. 

The dispute which led to the strike 
centers on a ‘“‘reopener’’ provision 
allowing for mid-term renegotiation 
of wages in a master contract between 
the union and five area cabinet com- 
panies, according to union attorney 
Victor Van Borg.

Van Borg said the four other com- 
panies have locked out employees 
over the same issue. 

The union’s first complaint to the 
NLRB alleges that the company 
“failed and refused to bargain in good 
faith,’ tried to “unilaterally” change 
terms and conditions of employment 
and encouraged workers to withdraw 
their support from the union.

Hughes 
gets life, 
no parole

eorge Hughes Jr., the Rich- | 
mond murderer who allegedly 


kept a diary of his crimes, has 
been sentenced to spend the rest of 
his life in prison. 

Superior Court Judge Robert 
Cooney, who last month rejected the 
death penalty for Hughes, formally 
pronounced sentence Monday on the 
defendant, who was convicted of 
robbing eight fast-food and photo 
outlets in Albany, El Cerrito, Rich-

In his new book, which he sets in 


the middle of the 21st century in the 
Bay Area, Nelson deals with a com 
puterized civilization which is over- 
thrown by an artistic civilization. The 
premise is explained by Nelson’s 
concern with the concept of ‘‘right 
livelihood” — the decision to support 
oneself in an ecologically sound, 
non-exploitative manner. 

Nelson says that in the future, as 
computer and robot technology con- 
tinue to change drastically the ways 
we live and work, we will be faced 
with the “crucial dilemma of what to 
do.” He says the world will have to 
redefine the concepts of property, 
employment, wealth and — most im- 
portantly to Nelson — social institu- 
tions and how humans relate to one 
another. 

“The most vaulable thing is infor- 
mation and access to it is becoming so 
cheap that it can be given away,” he 
said, “So, when the fundamental unit 
of wealth can be given away, money 
loses its value and the need to own 
property vastly decreases. This also 
changes attitudes towards employ- 
ment, because people will come into 
a society where the chief problem is 
not how to make a living, but how to 
live,” 

Nelson said author Isaac Asimoy 
represents the “dominant point of 
view”’ in science fiction today — one 
that holds that machines are the an- 
swer to humanity’s problems. 

“The society in ‘Prometheus Man’ 
is also looking for a machine to fix 
everything,” he said. “But I don’t

The company’s counter-complaint 
makes allegations of misconduct on 
the picket line, charges -also con- 
tained in the lawsuit. 

The suit, filed by Builders Cabinets 
in Alameda County Superior Court 
shortly after the strike began, claims 
that strikers engaged in violence, 
threats and property damage against 
company officers, customers and em- 
ployees hired to replace the strikers. 

Judge Donald McCullum made a 
ruling in the company’s favor.in Au- 
gust, when he issued an injunction 
ordering strikers to refrain from “‘acts 
of force and violence,” harassment 
and threats. The judge also ordered 
Local 550 and the strikers to pay 
damages amounting to $125,000. 

Since then, the company has filed 
additional court documents asking 
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that the strikers be found in contempt 
for allegedly failing to comply with 
the judge’s order. 

The documents include a 25-page 
list of alleged violations of the order, 
ranging from incidents of yelling and 
rock-throwirg to use of a pellet gun 
to injure a guard dog and break win- 
dows. 

The company has asked the judge 
to impose a five-day jail term and 
$500 penalty for each alleged act of 
contempt. 

The judge recently threw out some 
of the contempt allegations involving 
several of the strikers and a union of- 
ficial, but other charges still stand. 

However, Van Borg expressed 
confidence that those charges will be 
dismissed as well. 

Attorney James Quirk of the law 
firm representing Builders Cabinets 
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had no comment on the case, saying 
he did not want to discuss it in the 
press. 

In the early months of the strike, it 
was not uncommon to see a dozen 
pickets at a time at the company’s 
Sixth Street entrance just outside 
University Village. But union activity 
has diminished noticeably in recent 
weeks, 


On a chilly, gray afternoon last 
week, for instance, three strikers 
stood on Sixth Street conversing with 
a union officer and looking a bit 
downcast. Two picket ‘signs leaned 
against a wooden table. 

Asked whether strikers had taken 
other jobs to get by, one striker said, 
“Most of the guys still come around 
here.’ Another commented, “‘It’s 
cold out here.” Beyond that, they 
declined to discuss the situation.

“comparison score band.” That band 
is the middle 50 percent of scores ob- 
tained by districts with similar back- 
ground factors (including a socioe- 
conomic index, the percent of stu- 
dents whose families receive Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children 
and the percent of limited- or none- 
English-speaking pupils). 

In effect, the comparison band 
compares Albany to other districts 
more like itself than, for example, the 
Los Angeles Unified District.

the exception of sixth grade reading, 


every score is in the 80th or 90th per- 
centile of school districts statewide.

add more, but it is impossible to remove flavors if you’ve 
added too much. 

With very few exceptions, if you can taste the sea- 
soning over the food’s natural flavor, you have too much. I 
never cease to wonder why some people cover everything 
they eat with pepper. If all I can taste is hot and peppery, 
the pleasure of individual food flavors is gone for me. And 
so are most of my then paralyzed taste buds. 


Distinctive flavors 

Certain smells and flavors mean certain foods. Orega- 
no, which is sometimes referred to as the pizza herb, was 
practically unknown in the U.S. until after World War II. 
At the turn of the century, cookbooks referred to it as 
“wild marjoram,” but its wide use has come about since 
our servicemen stationed in Italy acquired a taste for it. In 
the decade following WWII, the sale of oregano here in- 
creased 5,200 percent! 

Actually there are two kinds of oregano commonly 
used. The Mexican variety is a member of the verbena 
family and the European variety is a member of the mint 
family. They both go so naturally with tomatoes and to- 
mato dishes, but try oregano in egg and cheese dishes so- 
metime, or in yeast bread. Put 1 teaspoon to 3 cups flour in 
your next bread batch, and enjoy a fragrant new taste in 
your bread. f

D= parrots the same mixture of nuclear madness, 
distortion and fabrication used by the Reagan ad- 
ministration. The MX missle can only lead us down the 
path of continuing and escalating nuclear arms race with 
the USSR and ultimately to the final madness of nuclear 
war. 

We can instead move toward a world safe from nuclear 
war, by supporting a freeze on nuclear weapons develop- 
ment and deployment, and by supporting subsequent equi- 
table nuclear weapons reduction negotiations. A recent 
national poll showed a 65 percent majority opposed to the 
MX. The Regean administration should heed the voice of 
the nation and change their policy of a nuclear arms race 
and non-equitable, one sided negotiating proposals. We 
and the world need a first step away from nuclear war and 
toward peace. We do not need the MX. 

Sandifur’s analysis of of the US nuclear weapons triad 
and the Soviet threat to it is riddled wth distortions, half 
truths and outright lies. 

Minuteman missles are 15 years old, but they are reli- 
able and continually improved. New highly accurate first 
strike MK-12A re-entry vehicles carrying three warheads 
have been installed on 300 of the 1,000 Minuteman missles 
during the past three years. 

Contrary to Sandifur’s claim, our constantly improved 
B-52 (not B-22) bombers date from 1960 not world war II. 
Just this month, a squadrom of 16 B-52G’s was put in ser- 
vice, each carrying 12 highly accurate cruise missles. These 
cruise missles can penetrate Soviet air defenses from launch 
points up to 1500 miles away. 

The new Trident nuclear submarines now going into 
service carry 24 Trident nuclearC-4 MIRV’D missles with 8 
warheads. These will be replaced in the coming years with 
highly accurate Trident D-5 missles. These are first strike 
weapons with the Accuracy necessary to destroy Soviet 
missle silos. In any event, one Trident submarine can de- 
stroy every city in the USSR with a population over 250,000 
people.

Western Europe, 
instead of having no intermediate range nuclear forces, has 
parity with substantial nuclear force. Britian, France and 
the US strategic nuclear forces attached to Nato, have 18 
ICBM’s, 184 long-range missles on nuclear submarines and 
169 long-range nuclear bombers. In addition the US has 
about 7,000 tactical nuclar warheads in Western Europe 
deployed on about 700 fighter-bombers, artillery and on 
Pershing IA and Lance missles. 

The US’s strategic nuclear forces continue to be an 
extremeley efficient nuclear deterent. The USSR’s strate- 
gic nuclear force is just as awesome. Does either side need 
more? No. There is no ratinal reason for the MX and other 
new weapons systems. The USSR will in time, as it has 
done in the past, match any of our new systems with their 
own. These new systems, added at a great social and eco- 
nomic sacrifice in both countries, will not make the future 
any safe, but will bring us closer to the ultimate madness of 
nuclear war. 

Support the Freeze and equitable negotiations with the 
Soviet Union to reduce, not increase our nuclear arsenal.
